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SIRES OF 1947 


Leaders Averaged $530,313; 
Bull Lea’s Share: $1,259,718 


During 1946 purse distribution at U. 5. 
race tracks increased by roughly $16.000.- 
000. or about 50 per cent over the preced- 
ing year. This resulted partly from an 
expansion in racing, partly from inflation. 
and partly because the momentum of 
public interest in the sport. gained during 
the war. carried over into peacetime and 
enabled the tracks to pay a record amount 
in purses. 

During 1947, various factors combined 
to cause a decline in betting possibly 
amounting to 15 per cent, and a lesser 
decline in attendance. But racing was 
strongly enough supported. and competi- 
tion among tracks was sufficiently keen. 
to produce a further increase in total 
purse distribution of about 9 per cent over 
the 1946 record. The figures: 1946— 
$49.291.024; 1947—-$53.807.795;  gain— 
$4.516.771. 

In a year of record purse distribution, 
there was opportunity for outstanding 
sires to advance to new heights through 
the earnings of their progeny. 

Calumet Farm’s Bull Lea was credited 
with total earnings of $1.259.718. almost 
$600.000 more than *Mahmoud’s record 
fer 1946, which had been the previous 
high. And *Alibhai. Pilate. and *Blen- 
heim 2nd, which ranked next in order for 
1947. each had total earnings which sur- 
passed the record of $683,025 set the year 
before. *Alibhai had $834,595. Pilate 


The 20 leading sires of 1947 accounted 
for earnings of $10.606.276, or 19 per 
cent of the purse money. They repre- 
sented a fraction more than 1 per cent 
of the 1.952 sires whose get earned money 
during the year. 

Among the 20 leading sires for 1947, 
seven appeared which did not rank that 
high in 1946. They are *Alibhai. which 
was thirty-seventh in 1946, Equestrian 
(27th). Balladier (28th). Roman (49th). 
Chance Play (24th). *Bahram (96th). and 
He Did. which fell just below the leading 
hundred sires of 1946. They replaced 
Bold Venture. Ariel. Discovery. *Phara- 
mond 2nd, Jack High. Reigh Count, and 
Jamestown. 

Interim sire lists published during 1947 
had indicated that the syndicate-owned 
Pilate. standing in Virginia, would be the 
leader in number of winners and _ races 
won. At year’s end he led in both cate- 
gories. with 79 winners of 197 races. In 


1946 he was second to *Bull Dog (62) 
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with 61 winners, and led with 166 races 
won. The now retired Chance Play 
ranked second in both divisions in 1947, 
with 67 winners of 153 races. plus three 
dead heats. There were, incidentally, 118 
dead heats for first during 1947, 


The following list accounts for 24,582 
races. 947 more than were run in 1946, 
All racing in North America during 1947. 
except for that during December at Hay. 
ana. Tucson, and Phoenix, is included, 
Every effort has been made to insure the 
highest accuracy in the tabulation. The 
process of checking still continues. and 
if consequential errors are discovered they 
will be reported in this magazine.

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Notes ona Few Challenging Opportunities 


N this issue “HE Btoop-Horse presents its ‘“‘sire list” 
for 1947. It is a very good list, including all horses 
whose get earned money in 1947. But it is still not good 
enough. It does not show the number of starters repre- 
senting each sire, or the number of races run. 

It shows the number of hits without showing the num- 
ber of times at bat. It does not provide a breeder with a 
means of estimating the odds. 

But, if it is not as good as it ought to be, it is as good 
as we could afford. It is, as a matter of fact, a little more 
than we can afford, and for the current year we may 
have to retreat to a less comprehensive set of statistics. 

For the 1946 season we purchased from the Thoro- 
facts Company a set of sire statistics more complete and 
more revealing than any ever compiled. ‘The costs were 
high, but the product was priceless. Unfortunately the 
Thorofacts Company discontinued operation before its full 
usefulness could be revealed, before even it had time to 
set forth the first broodmare sire statistics in history which 
would have given not only gross totals but the odds—the 
“batting averages”—as well. 

To the American Racing Manual and Daily Racing 
Form, all credit for the excellent statistics they provide, 
compiled carefully and at great expense. 

But we are still without adequate, truly revealing re- 
ports, and this deficiency costs American breeders hundreds 
of thousands of dollars yearly—because they cannot es- 
timate the odds involved in any given mating. Therein 
lies an opportunity for the future. The task requires co- 
operative action and sharing of expenses. 


Our recent remarks with regard to the need for more 
free handicaps in American racing, for horses of different 
ages and at different distances, have brought expressions 
of approval from readers. especially from those directly in- 
terested in breeding good horses and in calculating the odds 
connected with specific matings. 

This, too, is an opportunity which calls for co-opera- 
tive planning and effort. We have, on occasion, addressed 
ourselves directly to one handicapper, J. B. Campbell, in 
connection with this problem. But it may well be that 


Mr. Campbell already has so much work in hand that he 
cannot attempt the extra responsibility of even one more 
free handicap. If such is the case, there are other able 
handicappers who might be persuaded by their employers to 
provide other free handicaps to supplement the 2-year-old 
ratings which are already routine with the racing secretary 
of the New York tracks. 

This is a question, perhaps, for consideration by the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the United States. 
It might contrive to assemble a group of racing secre- 
taries who would undertake to work out plans for a con- 
tinuing series of free handicaps, to be made either jointly 
or by dividing the labor among several of the group. 

Here, at any rate, is the challenge of an opportunity. 


In the field of racing’s public relations there is the con- 
tinuing challenge that “something ought to be done.”” The 
thing which needs doing first is the establishment of a cen- 
ter of research and information for the sport as a whole, 
financed, as nearly as possible, by the sport as a whole, and 
open to the world. 

Now that our greatest scholar is gone, it would be es- 
pecially fitting to call it the John L. Hervey Memorial 
Library—if we had the library—for it would only carry 
on the work to which he devoted his life, that of collecting 
and disseminating the truth about racing and race horses. 

Such an institution, of course, should be something 
more than a library. It should be a dynamic organization, 
charged not only with collecting old, but creating new, 
knowledge. 

There is another challenge for co-operative action. 


American racing is steadily gaining experience in 
such co-operation, and its benefits are apparent in the re- 
sults accomplished already by such organizations as the 
National Association of State Racing Commissioners, the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations, the Horsemen’s Be- 
nevolent and Protective Association, the Jockey’s Guild, the 
Grayson Foundation, and others. 

All these have accepted the challenge of things which 
needed doing.

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N 1933 the late Walter Spencer Vos- 

burgh made the weights for the first 
Experimental Handicap, as he called it, 
of 2-year-olds. It was simply a list of 
weights which showed up, without previous 
announcement, and without even an ex- 
planatory introduction, in the Racing Cal- 
endar. 

Mr. Vosburgh had been handicapping 
horses officially for forty years, and had 
been intimately acquainted with the best 
horses of the American Turf since the 
Civil War. But he had never before made 
a free handicap which received official 
status through publication in the Calendar. 
Unfortunately his age obliged him to re- 
sign his position as handicapper for the 
New York tracks in 1934, and John B. 
Campbell, who succeeded him late in that 
year, did not revive the Experimental until 


1935. 


The Best 2-Year-Olds 


Thus, with a blank for 1934, we now 
have Experimental Handicaps of the best 
2-year-olds since 1933, a total of 14 years. 
The tabulation herewith is presented as a 
checklist of the horses which have ranked 
at 119 pounds or higher, plus a few notes 
on other prominent horses given lower 
rankings. 

In each year the top filly is accounted 
for, whether included in the 119-and-up 
group or not. The names of fillies are 
given in italics. 


In general, the weights have extended 


downward from a top of 126 pounds. [py 
14 years only five horses have been 
honored with a higher mark. In splendid 
isolation at 132 pounds is Count Fleet 
(Reigh Count—Quickly, by Haste). whose 
first foals come to the races this year as 
2-year-olds. 

The two which received weights as high 
as 130 pounds were Bimelech (Black 
Toney—*La Troienne, by *Teddy) and 
Alsab (Good Goods—Winds Chant, by 
Wildair). These two and Count Fleet, it 
will be remembered, went on to become

the outstanding 3-year-olds of their re- 
spective seasons, though Alsab in his 
year was Closely rivaled by Shut Out. 
Bimelech has already proved himself an 
excellent sire. Alsab’s first get race this 
year. 

There is as yet no 3-year-old free handi- 
cap to supplement the Experimental. but 
in at least two other years it may be 
assumed that the top 2-year-old went on 
to dominate the 3-year-olds. In 1933 Caval- 
cade stood at the top of the Experimental, 
if we eliminate First Minstrel, which died 


after completing his first season of racing. 
Cavaleade was. beyond question, the best 
of his year at three. 

In 1940 Whirlaway stood at the top of 
the Experimental, and he carried on as 
the leader at three. (However, at the end 
of the year Turf and Sport Digest rat- 
ings put him on exactly even terms with 
Attention and Market Wise, at 130 
pounds.) From the 1946 leaders, Cosmic 
Bomb and Double Jay remained very close 
to the top, at least. 

Twice in the last few years the best 


3-year-old has been a filly. One of these, 
Busher (War Admiral—Baby League, by 
Bubbling Over), was ranked as the best 
2-year-old filly of her year (1944). The 
other, Twilight Tear (Bull Lea—Lady 
Lark, by Blue Larkspur), had the same 
rating as Busher, 119 pounds, but was 
below two other fillies in the Experimental. 
Highest ranking ever given a filly was 
the 126 pounds assigned in 1946 to First 
Flight (*Mahmoud—Fly Swatter, by *Dis 
Donec). 

In general, the best older horses have 
come from the small group within a 
dozen pounds of the top of the 2-year-old 
free handicap. This points up at ence the 
skill of Mr. Campbell and the need for 
additional free handicaps of 3-year-olds 
and older horses, to fix permanently the 
honors gained in later seasons. J. A. E,

The Doubtful Doubtless Sale; 


Champion Beaten in Uruguay 


Rio DE JANEIRO 

My previous report went up to the Gran 
Premio Carlos Pellegrini, Argentina’s im- 
portant “international” race over 1% 
miles, won by the rising Derby winner, 
Doubtless, owned by the lucky Brazilian 
sportsman Jose Buarque de Macedo. 
Some very good races were run later in 
1947, ending a season full of sensations 
and apparently of top horses. As events 
were many, I prefer to deal with them in 
a short manner, dividing them by each 
racing country. This is perhaps the best 
way to make a short story of an eventful 
period, covering three different countries. 


ARGENTINA 


The San Isidro race course, in Buenos 
Aires, presented on December 15 its an- 
nual “San Isidro evening,” with a pro- 
cram full of good races, all of them of 
good class. The main event, as in every 
year since that course was inaugurated, 
was the Clasico San Isidro, a 2,400-meter 
(about 114 miles) contest for 3-year-olds 
(juveniles). 

The champion colt of the year, Doubt- 
less, was not in the field, and his greatest 
rival, Nigromante, also was missing, 
having been retired until next season. 
Thus, the favorite was La Pomme Stable’s 
Bambino, generally regarded the third 
colt of his generation and the most likely 
to improve with age and distance. Under 
the masterful riding of Juan Zuniga, Bam- 
bino, although interferred with by El 
Guaso, another good colt, won in a furious 
finish by a nose from Guaso, while Gran 
Mogol was third, several lengths back, in 
front of Ballester, Sommelier, and Re- 
verte. 

The winner thus confirmed the opinion 
that he is a top colt. He is owned by 
Roger Guthmann, one of the great Argen- 
tine breeders, whose property, the La 
Pomme Stud. is one of the finest in this 
part of the world. Bambino is a son of 
the Epsom Derby winner Cameronian out 
of the good stakes winner Gosse, a daugh- 
ter of Congreve. In the last days of 1947 
it was announced that the powerful Seabra 
Stable, Brazilian owners of many cham- 
pion horses in Brazil, Argentina, and Uru- 
guay, had bought him for an unannounced 
sum and would ship him to Rio de Janeiro 
for the big races at Gavea in 1948. Bam- 
bino was also made eligible, after Messrs. 
Seabra purchased him, for the 1948 Ascot 
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Gold Cup, but the idea in this corner is 
that he will not go to England. 


THE DOUBTLESS SALE. At Palermo 
on December 21 the Clasico Miguel Al- 
fredo Martinez de Hoz, over 2,500 meters, 
for 3-year-olds and up, weight for age, had 
a field of only three, since El Guaso was 
withdrawn. However, Doubtless was in 
it and there was much interest in the race, 
especially because another good colt, El 
Gaucho, would be a runner. Erin, the 
other starter, was never in the race. Doubt- 
less was the strong favorite, and he won 
by several lengths in the good time of 
2:3545, with El Gaucho second. 

The winner, whose pedigree I gave 
before in connection with his victories in 
the Derby and the Carlos Pellegrini, is a 
son of Cute Eyes out of Sospecha, and 
ran in the colors of Jose Buarque de 
Macedo, who sold him the day before to 
Rodolfo Peracca, an Argentine owner, 
with the condition he would race with 
his colors in the Martinez de Hoz. 


Doubtless’ sale, however, was full of 
incidents. A Brazilian firm had an option 
on him until December 21. Then Mr. 
Buarque de Macedo accepted an offer 
made by O. Gomes Camiza, acting on 
behalf of Ricardo Santamarina, of Buenos 
Aires, for the purchase of the horse at a 
price reported as 400,000 pesos | $100,000]. 
However, later on it was announced that 
Rodolfo Peracca had bought the colt, and 
Buarque de Macedo informed Camiza of 
it. Camiza, however, didn’t like it, of 
course, especially when he was informed 
that his offer had been accepted after 
Macedo had given an option on Doubtless 
to another agent. 

Santamarina, who was acting for the 
American-owned Greentree Stable, then 
signed a contract with Peracca, establish- 
ing that he will have an option on 
the horse, on behalf of his North Ameri- 
can friend, to be exercised after the Gran 
Premio Jose Pedro Ramirez, the greatest 
race of Uruguay, at a price of 400,000 
Argentine pesos. 


URUGUAY 
DOUBTLESS’ DEFEAT. Every year 


the Gran Premio Jose Pedro Ramirez, 
Uruguay’s greatest race, is run January 
6 at the Maronas course, Montevideo. Bad 
weather, however, forced the Montevideo 
Jockey Club to postpone the race this 


year to January 11, and a big crowd went 
to see the famous Argentine champion, 
Doubtless, now racing for his new Argen. 
tine owner, Rodolfo Peracea, and a raging 
favorite, struggle with his Uruguayan. 
owned opponents. Only five horses started 
against the powerful son of Cute Eyes, 
which was ridden by the expert J. Arti. 
gas. They were the good Uruguayan. 
bred colt Polvorin, which had not raced 
since he lost his unbeaten status in the 
Uruguayan Derby; the older horses Town 
Crier and Benhadar; the colts Vuecencia 
and Uranio, the latter a stablemate of 
Town Crier. 

Doubtless took the front and made a 
fast pace. Town Crier, however, pressed 
him from the beginning and forced the 
favorite to run strongly. Polvorin was 
third, Uranio fourth. When the field 
entered the stretch for the last time, Town 
Crier conceded defeat, but it was then 
found that Doubtless also was tired. Pol. 
vorin took the lead, to the great enthus. 
iasm of Uruguayan race-goers. However, 
Town Crier’s stablemate, the 3-year-old 
colt Uranio, came with a powerful rush 
on the outside and passed Polvorin to 
win easily by several lengths. Polvorin 
was second, only a head in front of Vue. 
cencia, Doubtless was fourth, and Town 
Crier and Benhadar trailed the field, 
Time, 3:0345, a very good one. The win- 
ner got 50,000 Uruguayan  gold-pesos 
| $25,625] and a cup. 

It was of course a surprise to see the 
odds-on favorite finish only fourth in 
the Jose Pedro Ramirez. Many were 
critical regarding his rider’s tactics, ac. 
cepting the struggle with Town Crier, a 
horse of much lower class. However, 
Artigas said later that Doubtless wasn't 
the same horse as before. In fact, it is 
difficult to believe that a champion like 
Doubtless would require all his capacity 
to resist Town Crier in the lead. However, 
nothing can dismiss the value of Uranio’s 
victory.

Uranio started his racing career in 4 
maiden race won by Vuecencia. He was 
then second. His second start was in the 
Uruguayan Derby, where he was only 
fifth. Then he won a series of four races 
with the utmost ease, including a 2,500- 
meter (124 furlongs) handicap over a 
good field. Thus we must look upon his 
brilliant effort in the greatest race of 
Uruguay as a normal performance for 
him. He is owned by the Uruguayan 
Stable General Rivera, and his trainer is 
Alberto Millia. However, Uranio is an 
Argentine-bred, one of the last crop of 
the great Congreve. His excellence, apart 
from Congreve himself, must be attributed 
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also to his grandam, the fine broodmare 
Urraca, dam of the great stakes winners 
Churrinche and Avestruz, both winners 
of the Argentine Derby. 


It will be interesting to see whether 
Mr. Santamarina will exercise his option 
for the purchase of Doubtless on behalf 
of Mr. Whitney. Also interesting will 
be Uranio’s development. It is possible 
that he will be bought for either Brazil 
or North America. 


[Editor’s note. The sale of Doubtless 
to the Greentree Stable of John Hay 
Whitney and his sister, Mrs. Charles S. 
Payson, has been consummated. The horse 
is to be shipped soon to Trainer John 
Gaver at Aiken, S. C. In North America 
he will be a 4-year-old.]| 


BRAZIL 


The longest race in Brazil, the Grande 
Premio Jockey Club do Rio de Janeiro, 
over 4,000 meters, (about 244 miles), was 
run at Gavea on November 9, with a field 
of only five. Not in the field were the 
leading horses Heliaco and Heron, the 
former resting for the “international” 
races of Cidade Jardim, the latter recover- 
ing from an injury. Thus the field wasn’t 
the best we could assemble, but three 
good stakes horses were in it, including 
last year’s second, Typhoon. The win- 
ner was the 4-year-old Multiple, a son of 
Cartagines, owned by the Nacional Stable. 
Multiple won easily, by five lengths from 
Zorro, with Hellenico third, Typhoon last 
of five. Later Zorro was disqualified from 
second in favor of Hellenico, because of 
a foul claimed—an injustice, I thought. 
Time, 4:3414, over a very slow track. The 
winner did not gain rank with his victory 
because of the absence of the true champi- 
on horses. 


FIRST DEFEAT. On November 15 at 
Gavea the important Grande Premio 15 
de Novembro, over 2,000 meters, for 3- 
year-olds and up, with penalties and allow- 
ances, marked the first defeat of the 
Brazilian champion juvenile, Hamdam. 
He was badly beaten by older horses, 
but not by his contemporaries. However, 
he had plenty of excuses, and the race 
itself shouldn’t be taken as an indication 
that 1947 juveniles are bad. 

The winner was the very good stakes- 
winning mare Hainan, which led from flag 
to finish. Her stablemate Halcyon was 
second, Hereo was third, fourth was that 
fine mare Garbosa Bruleur, just return- 
ing to the races, and fifth the champion 
colt Hamdam. Hainan is owned by the 
powerful Paula Machado Stable, and is 
a daughter of Bosphore out of the top 
stakes-winning mare Zaga, by Sin Rum- 
bo. She is a very fast filly, capable of 
running well up to a mile and a half. 
Concerning Hamdam, he was not at his

best. He had urine retention, it was 
found later, aside from having been in- 
jured at the start and having got a hand- 
ful of mud in one eye during the race. 


Hamdam, however, turned the tables 
with all the horses which had beaten him. 
On December 14 at Gavea the weight-for- 
age Classico Alfredo Santos, for 3- and 
4-year-olds, was run. A _ field of eight 
came out, including the Paula Machado 
entry of Hainan and Halcyon, the Buarque 
de Macedo entry of Hamdam and Garbosa 
Bruleur, other 4-year-olds in Hereo and 
Heliada, and two other 3-year-olds, Apuvo 
and Arrow. Hainan again took the lead 
at the start, made a strong pace over the 
slow ground. But Hamdam, again at 
his best, went to the front when his rider 
pleased, won easily, with a_ brilliant 
action, by several lengths, restrained, in 
the good time of 2:0325, which is phe- 
nomenal for the slow grass course at 
Gavea. Second was his stablemate Gar- 
bosa Bruleur, third Apuvo, fourth Arrow, 
followed by Heliada, Hainan, Halcyon, 
and Hereo. 


The winner, as I have previously re- 
ported, is a son of Seventh Wonder out of 
Carioca, a great stakes-winning mare by 
Schahriar. He thus regained his champi- 
onship status, and showed he is a true 
good colt, capable of improving next year 
and of menacing the champion older 
horses Heliaco and Heron. 


GENERAL NEWS 


Recent visitors in South America were 
the Prince Aly Khan, who saw races and 
breeding establishments in Brazil and Ar- 
gentina, and Horatio Luro, who stayed 
three days in Rio de Janeiro. Mr. Luro 
talked with this correspondent on North 
American racing, and showed himself 
very enthusiastic about it. However, he 
came to replenish his already big stable 
with more South American staying horses. 

The news of the death of *Ensueno 
provoked a bad feeling here. More than 
a few horsemen felt that his North Ameri- 
can trainer wasn’t fair with so great a 
horse, forcing him to run out of form in 
third-rate races. Here in South America 
a great horse is raced only in the great 
races. If he is not at his best form, he 


isn’t started. I am sure that, if *Ensueno 
had been rested until 1948, say, Santa 
Anita, he would have improved much 
during the winter. Anyway, he was at 
least ten pounds better than *Rico Monte. 


News that the Empire Gold Cup will 
be renewed in 1948, this time in October, 
was received with interest. although owners 
became less enthusiastic about such races 
after the poor performance of *Ensueno 
and *Endeavour 2nd in 1947. However, 
it is possible that there will be South 
American entries for the 1948 Gold Cup. 
Some time ago Francisco Paula Machado, 
Heliaco’s owner, told this reporter he 
would send Heliaco for that race, provid- 
ing it would be possible to race the Grande 
Premio Brasil here. Now that the Gold 
Cup will be run in October that chance 
is increased much. The Grande Premio 
Brasil, South America’s richest race. is 
run in the first week of August. 


Died recently at the Bela Esperanca 
Stud, in Sao Paulo. Brazil, property of 
Jose Paulino Nogueira. the great stakes 
winner and_ still greater broodmare, 
Carioca, a daughter of Schahriar out of 
Giron’s Pride, by Grosvenor. Carioca was 
the dam of the top stayer El Morocco (by 
Tintoretto), the fine filly Fanfarra (by 
Seventh Wonder), the very good colt Grace 
Star (by Tintoretto). and the 1947 juve- 
nile champion Hamdam (by Seventh Won- 
der). 

Argentina’s 1947 sales. held at Palermo. 
had sensational days. Many records were 
beaten. In these sales. which began in 
October and finished in November, 1.148 
head were sold for an aggregate of 13,069.- 
500 Argentine pesos, with an average 
price of 11,384 pesos [$2.846, counting 
four pesos to the dollar]. Separate aver- 
ages show colts, 11.715 pesos, fillies, 11.- 
007 pesos. 

Highest price was for the colt Beau 
Parler (by Parlanchin out of Belle Grille). 
bred by Chapadmalal Stud, sold for 61,- 
000 pesos [$15,250]. Beau Parler has a 
royal pedigree. His dam Belle Grille is 
a daughter of Congreve out of Beaume, 
the dam of the famous Bon Vin. 

Second highest price among the colts 
was Repeluz (by Full Sail—Reedholme). 
bred by Argentino Stud, price 55,000 
pesos, buyer Jose Buarque de Macedo, of 
Brazil. Equinox, colt. by British Empire 
—Halloo, bred by El Pelado Stud, sold for 
54,000 pesos; Labuan, colt, by The Druid 
—Samoa, bred by San Jose Stud, sold for 
52,000 pesos. 

Among the fillies, three topped the sale, 
each at 50,000 pesos. They were Ar- 
caica, by The Druid—Argana, bred by 
San Jose Stud: Entradora, by Full Sail 
—Especial, bred by Argentino Stud; and 
Recelosa, by Rustom Pasha— Sospecha, 
thus a half sister to Doubtless and full 
sister to the excellent miler Snob, bred by 
Chapadmalal Stud.

We Knew Relic Could Run Fast; 
Whirling Fox Too Low at 115 


New York 

Relic struck the first blow. among the 
more highly rated 3-year-olds. by winning 
a six-furlong stakes at Hialeah last Satur- 
day. It may be remembered that Trainer 
Bert Williams began at just about the same 
time last year with the 3-year-old Cosmic 
Missile, which ran first on January 25. 
and then trained on with such good effect 
that she got some part of every purse she 
ran for until fall. when she was back of 
fourth in the Beldame and Ladies’, both 
admitting older fillies and mares. 

The guess in this corner is that Relic’s 
race proved very little. It showed he had 
a high order of speed, and that was the 
one thing we knew about him to begin 
with. Last year he was in front every 
one of the five times he turned into the 
stretch—all his starts were at Saratoga— 
even against very fast horses. Twice he 
was caught from behind, once he held on 
to win by a moderate margin, and twice 
he drew out amazingly. He had the good 
judgment to run his best race for the 
richest purse, the Hopeful, and in it he 
made My Request and Better Self look 
indifferent. 

The latter was trying hard to run out. 
so perhaps the race should not be held 
against him. The story at the time was that 
Better Self. which has a habit of lolling 
his tongue out, as his sire Bimelech used 
to do, had a sharp tooth which cut it. This 
was subsequently filed down, and Better 
Self didn’t try to run out again. But he 
never had before, either, and also in his 
two later races he did not win. 

Admitting that Better Self had some- 
thing sharper than a serpent’s tooth, I can 
see why it would bother him. but not 
exactly why he should try to duck out. 
And My Request was good all year, skip- 
ping his two quarter-mile starts at New 
Orleans and his dull Futurity Trial. Any- 
way. Relic proved at Saratoga that he 
had speed, and he merely proved it again 
at Hialeah. Until the distance lengthens. 
we will not know any more about Relic. 


WHIRLING FOX. In these parts, Ja- 
maica is submerged under several feet 
of snow, a circumstance which improves 
it visually, and the Widener Chute looks 
like a real Toboggan Slide. There are 
a few horses wintering at Belmont, but 
the sun has not shone on them since 
before Christmas. partly because it hasn’t 
shone much anyway, and partly because 
the air is black with migrating penguins

who are sick and tired of the climate, a 
circumstance in which they are not en- 
tirely alone. 

However. this lover of the outdoors got 
into town last week and found several 
of the horse set. who seemed to be winter- 
ing at the Waldorf bar. There was dis- 
covered among them a surprising amount 
of liking for Belair’s Whirlaway colt. 
Whirling Fox. It was moved, seconded, 
and passed almost unanimously that. at 
115 pounds. he had been placed consider- 
ably too low in the Experimental Free 
Handicap. Perhaps it should be noted 
also that this is about the only serious 
criticism I have heard of the rankings. 

Whirling Fox is not too familiar to 
those who did not see him race. because 
he did not win any stakes. or. in fact. 
any races at all in his nine starts. How- 
ever. he earned something over $20.000. 
chiefly by running second in three stakes. 
The first of these was the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes. and it was not impressive. 
Musician bolted right after the start and 
went over the rail into the infield. My 
Request won by six lengths. and Whirling 
Fox caught the only other starter. John’s 
Date. in the last few strides. 


But in the Hopeful. Whirling Fox was 
running with better horses. He could not 
catch Relic. which won by six. but he 
was rushing at the end to beat My Re- 
quest a neck. He was, to be sure, getting 
17 pounds. but he was striding beautifully 
and with power. His third time in second 
place. and his last start. was in the Futur- 
ity. where he nailed Bewitch right on the 
wire. Here again he got weight. 12 pounds 
by scale from the filly. and 12 from Better 
Self. which was fourth. a length away. 
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It may be injudicious to go too high 
on a colt which is closing powerfully, but 
too late. under light weight, because the 
runners-up, having spent themselves with 
a try at the leader, are likely to be tired 
horses and not too hard to catch. [If 
Whirling Fox were in another stable, no 
temperature would be generated here. 
But Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons is a proved 
master at developing stamina if a horse 
will give him anything to work with. 

Whirling Fox is no plodder. either. He 
stays fairly well up, then has a kick at 
the end. At six furlongs this is not often 
effective. but over the classic distances 
it’s a pretty handy habit. Anyway. Whirl. 
ing Fox was, when last heard from. being 
estimated about ten pounds higher on 
one side of Park Avenue than he was 
on the other. Of course the surround. 
ings were different. 


APPLAUSE. Sometime this week. the 
New York racing associations plan to re. 
lease the entire list of 1948 stakes events, 
In earlier years, it was not too difficult to 
predict the list and get the dates right to 
within a week or so, but with the sharp 
alteration of the date schedule there was 
considerable uncertainty. A few piece. 
meal announcements had been made. such 
as the fact that the East View and Demois- 
elle Stakes would be lengthened and run 
in the fall, but it will be quite handy for 
trainers to know the entire schedule well 
in advance. It should help the other 
eastern tracks a little. too, because with 
the New York stakes roster before them. 
it will be possible to avoid many conflicts.

STAKES AND HORSES 


‘Olhaverry Materializes Again; 


Rampart Holds 


There would be no place for a claus- 
trophobic horse at Santa Anita Park. Ex- 
cept that there is always room in the win- 
ner’s circle, traffic is usually jammed. 
And whenever $50,000 is hanging at the 
wire, it is a certainty that the claimants 
will be numerous. 

One of the nimblest and best paid spe- 
cialists at threading through a crowded 
stretch is the Pan de Azucar Stable’s *Ol- 
haverry, which is as gray as a ghost but 
has a very substantive front end. Chilean 
bred, he has an acquisitive instinct that 
would entitle him to registry in the Scot- 
tish stud book, if there were such a thing. 
Not a model of consistency, he yet has a 
remarkable sense of timing. He won 
only two races from 13 starts last year, 
but they were the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap ($98,900) and the Argonaut Handi- 
cap ($35,600). A second and a third 
allowed him to round out the year with a 
comfortable $146,300. 

Between the Argonaut Handicap at Hol- 
lywood Park last Decoration Day and the 
San Pasqual Handicap at Santa Anita 
on January 17, he did not finish better 
than fifth, and once came in eleventh. 
On the basis of this record, spread over six 
starts and seven months, Handicapper

Webb Everett assigned him 116 pounds 
for the San Pasqual. This was ten below 
the topweighted With Pleasure, and from 
one to two pounds below five others of 
the 16-horse field. 


Going around the first turn in the San 
Pasqual, *Olhaverry was last by about 
19 lengths. On the backstretch he began 
moving up on the inside, and in the stretch 
he started running over horses. 

“TI was passing horses so quickly I didn’t 
realize I’d gotten to the front until after 
the finish of the race,” related Jockey Mel 
Peterson afterward. He stayed in front, 
though he was a tired horse in the last 
50 yards or so, and beat Baroni and Batte- 
lani’s Autocrat a head. The latter, ridden 
by Jimmy Nichols, also made a late run, 
but on the outside. Nichols admitted later 
he should have gone to the inside, but 
was afraid of being shut off. C. S. How- 
ard’s V-Boy led to within 50 yards of the 
finish, earned third money. 

This year *Olhaverry is to carry 120 
pounds (ten below Armed) in the big 
handicap. His San Pasqual victory in- 
creased his U. S. earnings to $233,880, in 
seven wins, half a dozen seconds and 
thirds. 


22 Pounds Meant 10 Inches 


After running third to Fervent and 
Cosmic Bomb in the Pimlico Special last 
October 31, Armed was taken out of 
training for a while. His comeback offici- 
ally began on January 2, when he ran ina 
six-furlong overnight race at Gulfstream 
Park, which he won in 1:1144. His next 
appearance was in the Gulfstream Park 
Handicap, a $25,000 added race at 14 
miles, on January 15, closing day of the 
Gulfstream meeting. 


Last year he won the race in 2:01%%, 
track-record time, under 129 pounds. He 
defeated Pot o’ Luck, his stablemate, and 
Concordian, *Talon, Eternal Reward, 
*Miss Grillo, and other capable horses, 
He gave his rivals from nine to 16 pounds, 


The current renewal of the handicap 
did not have the over-all class of last 
year’s. At 130 pounds, Armed gave 20 
pounds to Incline, the topweight of the 
opposition, and as much as 22 pounds to 
some of the others. Among these others 
was Mrs. Helen K. Haggerty’s 6-year-old 
mare Rampart, which a month before had 
shown the best form of her career by 
winning the Biscayne Bay Handicap and 
setting a new track record of 1:4314 for 
1,5 miles. 

To Trainer R. Nixon, Rampart’s best 
chance seemed to lie in getting off in 
front. It then would be up to Armed to 
catch her. Jockey Mike Basile, who had 
ridden the mare several times previously, 
sent her away in :23, :4625, 1:11%, 
1:3624. At this stage Armed was running 
second by about a length. Jockey Douglas

Rainfall Low, Feed Prices High; 
The Handicap Field Dwindles 


Los ANGELES 

Ordinarily we brag a bit in a routine 
way about our climate, but this is one 
winter we all wish it weren’t quite so 
wonderful. The balmy weather makes 
for enjoyable racing, and there has not 
been a cloud in the sky since Santa Anita 
Park opened. 

That’s the trouble. The last calendar 
year has been the driest the weather 
bureau has recorded since 1898, with a 
precipitation of only 4.13 inches, and un- 
less there is some rainfall soon the cost 
of feed, already sky high, will climb out 
of all proportion. 

Local oat hay is retailing for $58 a ton, 
and is already scarce. Good timothy hay, 
imported from Washington, is $62 a ton. 
There is no chance of this supply being 
shut off, but because of the increase in 
freight rates it has jumped $4 a ton. 
Wheat straw, brought from the San Joa- 
quin and Imperial Valleys, is one of the 
most critical items. There are 1,400 horses 
on the grounds at Santa Anita, and each 
one requires about a bale of wheat straw 
a day. At $2 a bale, it is already about 
as high as it can possibly get. 

Only a very few western horsemen 


feed alfalfa, which is so high it has 
become virtually a collector’s item. At 
one time considerable alfalfa was grown 
in the Imperial Valley. Much of it has 
been plowed under recently, and the 
ground put to raising flaxseed. In addi- 
tion to our Thoroughbreds, there are at a 
guess some 5,000 saddle horses in south- 
ern California, and if their supply of oats 
and oat hay is shut off because of the 
lack of rain, they must compete in the 
market against Thoroughbreds, which 
will tend to increase the prices still higher. 

Scientists believe we have entered a 
dry cycle which will continue for another 
six years. It’s great stuff for the Chamber 
of Commerce, but it might become a 
little rough on the horsemen. 


MISCALCULATION. Every trainer 
this reporter has interviewed is ready to 
make Earl, Tod, and Gary Stice’s On 
Trust the favorite to whip his field all 
the way in the first run of the mile-and-a- 
quarter $100,000 Maturity stakes on Janu- 
ary 3l. Everyone seemed to like his 
race in the $50,000 Santa Catalina home- 
bred handicap, when he picked up 124 
pounds and knocked off a field that in- 


cluded Zack Addington’s Cover Up and 
the Rolling Hills Farm’s Artillery. On 
Trust got the job done, and the victory 
boosted his bankroll to $267,520, which 
places him twenty-fifth on the list of 
American money winners, if that is signifi. 
cant. 

This reporter is not too sure about On 
Trust in the Maturity Stakes, although 
it would be nice to see a California-bred 
colt capture the big race. Actually, the 
Santa Catalina was set up perfectly for 
On Trust and it turned out that all he had 
to whip were a couple of lightweights 
like Terry Bargello and Please Me, which 
made a run at him in the stretch. 

Zack Addington and his capable young 
trainer, Ross Brinson, were confident they 
had the Santa Catalina winner in Cover 
Up, the 2:00 hero of last summer’s 114. 
mile Hollywood Gold Cup. They entered 
Wheatfield overnight for no other purpose 
than to annoy Artillery, a horse which 
wants the track to himself. Wheatfield 
did his job well. He went along head-and- 
head with Artillery as far as either cared 
to go under the circumstances. 

For seven furlongs the race followed 
the Addington plan, but then, something 
went wrong with the script. Trainer Willie 
Molter and Jockey Johnny Longden had 
been smart enough to guess that Wheat- 
field’s early speed would be enough to 
discourage Artillery, and they took a 


chance on outrunning Cover Up in the 
late stages rather than try to outrun the 
entire field all the way. 

Their guess was even better than they 
dreamed, for Cover Up was in no mood 
for running when he had the chance. 


A two-length lead at the top of the stretch equaled two lengths at the wire for E. O. Stice and Sons’ On Trust in the Santa 
Catalina Handicap at Santa Anita Park January 10. First money of $31,500 moved the son of *Alibhai to twenty-fifth on the list 
of leading money winners. It also added some weight to his allotment for the Santa Anita Maturity, for which he is one of the 


leading candidates. 
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The 11%-mile Santa Catalina was for California-breds.

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Brinson, a pretty thorough horseman, said 
Cover Up did not like the track, which 
was fairly deep that day, and that he 
might start only once more this winter. 
When he was at his peak last summer, 
Cover Up did not look like a horse we 
would have to make excuses for later. 


SALVAGE. Horsemen everywhere may 
be interested in a remedy tried with con- 
siderable success by Jack Shettlesworth, 
the triple-threat trainer, author, and war 
hero. Jack won a race here recently with 
Porters Blaze, an ex-cripple, and although 
the little chestnut son of Pasha (by The 
Porter) was lucky to get through on the 
rail, he made it, anyway, and that makes 
the story. 

Last spring, at two, Porters Blaze de- 
veloped a sweeney from a bad knee, and 
was so sore he could not get out of his 
stall. Shettlesworth sought the advice of 
several old-timers, and they all suggested 
that he simply give up on Porters Blaze 
and worry about another horse which 
might some day do him some good. 
Instead, Jack bought a vibrator and began 
a series of daily massages. Within a 
week, Porters Blaze was going soundly 
again, and in a few more weeks he was 
ready for racing. The daily massages 
with the vibrator have continued, and 
Porters Blaze loves it. He leans all over 
the groom in order not to miss one single 
vibration. 


CASUALTIES. Several of the foreign 
horses which were regarded as top-drawer 
candidates for the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap have already fallen by the way- 
side, and there might be as much of an 
international flavor to the big race next 
month as we had been led to expect. Al- 
ready out of the stakes are Rex Ellsworth’s 
*Gladiolo, Arnold Hanger’s *Rico Monte, 
and Mrs. Ann Peppers’ *Sullivan and 
*Radiotheraphy. There is a strong pos- 
sibility that Jorge de Atucha’s *Endea- 
your 2nd, and Charley Howard’s *Fast 
And Fair will never make it in time. 

*Gladiolo developed a filled tendon, and 
rather than keep after him, and possibly 
have ham break down, Trainer Mickey 
Tenney has thrown the Italian challenger 
out of training and will send him to the 
new Ellsworth ranch at Ontario, Calif. 
*Gladiolo will make the stud season at a 
$500 fee, and then an attempt will be 
made to bring him back to the races next 
summer at Hollywood Park. 


Tenney is pleased with the willingness 
shown by *Khaled, and is certain the Eng- 
lish Thoroughbred is the best of all the 
horses imported from abroad by Ells- 
worth. *Khaled had a race here, and 
almost fell coming out of the gate. He 
has shown much speed in drills, and 
Tenney is definite that *Khaled will make 
it up to the big race, and turn in a credit- 
able performance.

Note: Number of wins and earnings are given as 
in American Racing Manual, through 1946. The 
Manual counts a dead heat as a full race in the 
win column. 


So far the Ellsworth stable, usually one 
of the big winners at Santa Anita and 
Hollywood Park, has failed to win a race. 
“A lot of annoying little things that make 
you wait have happened,” Tenney ex- 
plains. Recently *Torero bumped a 
shoulder, and came up with a filling at a 
time when he was just about ready for 
a start. 


$32,500 DOWN. Another foreign horse 
we may have a look at soon is *Loyola, 
which has been purchased by Abe 
(Murphy) Hirschberg, of San Francisco, 
at a cost of $65,000. Trainer Bob Roberts 
did not expect to start the colt until next 
spring or summer, but he has been doing 
so well there is an excellent chance he 


may race before the close of the Santa 
Anita season. 

*Loyola has an interesting background, 
and has worked like a good horse. At the 
sales in Argentina last year he was pur. 
chased by Miguel Muzquiz, owner of the 
Cuadra Coahuila, of Mexico, for $46,000, 
Muzquiz partner in the purchase of 
*Loyola was subsequently elected to the 
cabinet, so under the racing rules of 
Mexico, they were forced to sell the colt, 

At the Hipodromo de las Americas, 
*Loyola reportedly worked seven furlongs 
in 1:2545. He was offered to Louis Bron. 
stein, the “mile high” ice cream cone king 
who spent $171,000 for four 2-year-olds 
at the recent Louis B. Mayer sale. Bron. 
stein was not too interested, so the colt 
was offered to Hirschberg, who paid $32,. 
500 at the time of delivery, with another 
$32,500 due in September. 

*Loyola, one of the last sons of the 
famous Congreve, is out of Nina Boba, by 
Zambo (by Sunstar) out of Parvulita, by 
Your Majesty. He is a brother to the 
minor stakes winner Alarcon. 


REJECTION. The majority of the 
grooms at Santa Anita Park apparently 
have decided they are better off without 
a union. Since the majority rules, the 
question of unionization seems to have 
been settled several days before the open- 
ing of the meeting. The verdict came when 
George O. Coutant, who had been busily 
organizing the grooms, hot walkers, and 
exercise boys since last summer, called a 
meeting in the stable area. 

When it came to a strike vote, there 
were 321 ballots cast, with 286 favoring a 
strike and 33 against it. Two votes were 
disputed, and did not count. Since there 
are 721 licensed grooms at the track, the 
286 votes for a strike hardly represented a 
majority, and on this basis, other unions 
refused to join in on a strike. 

At Hollywood Park last summer, Cou- 
tant claimed he represented more than 75 
per cent of the grooms, hot walkers, and 
exercise boys at the track. Either his 
figures were incorrect or his organization 
has lost considerable ground. At any 
rate, the California Thoroughbred Owners 
and Trainers Association reported that 
Coutant is ready to fold his teamster’s 
tent and return the grooms’ charter to 
A. F. of L. headquarters. 


ELMENDORF’S TWINS 


First live twins to be foaled at Elmen- 
dorf Farm in the memory of anyone now 
working there arrived on January 16. They 
are colts by Unbreakable—Royal Robes, 
by Haste. Of twins foaled at the farm in 
previous years, at least one has been born 
dead. 

The newcomers are small, reported 
Manager Glen Tomlinson, but they are 
strong and healthy. Royal Robes is to 
be bred to Polynesian. 
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REAPING REWARD 


Reaping Reward, second best two-year- 
old of his year, won five races including 
New England Futurity, Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes, and United States Hotel Stakes. 
In 1947 he was 14th on the list of leading 
sires. His six crops have earned $1,478,038. 

As a sire of juvenile winners Reaping 
Reward is tops. In 1943 he had 14 2-year- 
old winners and was second on the list in 
number of winners. In 1944 he was first 
on the 2-year-old list in number of races 
won. His stakes winners include Apple- 
knocker, Safe Reward. Donita’s First, Cicily, 
Eternal Reward, Smart Lookin, and QUICK 
REWARD, his best money winner. 


QUICK REWARD 


Quick Reward, top money winning son 
of Reaping Reward, won 13 races with 
earnings totaling $144,900. He won six 
races at two including an allowance race 
at Hollywood Park two-fifths second off 
the record (512 furlongs 1:052). 

At three, he won the Will Rogers Handi- 
cap (beat Busher and Best Effort); second 
in San Felipe Stakes, and third in Holly- 
wood Derby. At four Quick Reward won 
the Inglewood Handicap (beat Triplicate), 
American Legion Handicap (beat ‘“*Ol- 
haverry, Honeymoon, Occupy, War Allies); 
was second in Alameda Handicap, Holly- 
wood Premiere Handicap, and Armistice 
Day Handicap. He placed in stakes at 
5 in 1947. Quick Reward is his sire’s 
greatest money winner.

Top Soil and a Top Stallion 
Are Combined at Glade Valley 


One of the most difficult feats of Thor- 
oughbred breeding is to start a new stud 
in a section not devoted to horse breeding, 
to stock it with mares and an untried 
stallion, and to make that stallion a suc- 
cessful sire. In spite of the difficulties in- 
volved it is a feat which is often attempted. 
The failures which have followed such 
attempts during the past 25 years would 
make a very long list; the successes have 
been comparatively few. 

One of these successes—and an out- 
standing one—has been made by W. L. 
Brann at Glade Valley Farm near Wal- 
kersville, Md. Glade Valley is in Fred-- 
erick County, one of the most productive 
counties east of the Mississippi River, but 
which contains no other Thoroughbred 
studs. It is gently rolling country under- 
lain with a white limestone harder than 
that found in the Kentucky-Tennessee belt, 
but still not so hard as the flinty blue 
stone of Virginia’s Shenandoah Valley. 

It is good land for corn, wheat, hay, and 
livestock. Mr. Brann, however. does not 
believe that good land is enough—he feels 
that if he is to raise the best horses he 
must have the best land. Consequently 
his goal has been to make good land into 
best land, a goal which he has achieved 
to a very marked degree. 

Hay and grass are the chief points of 
emphasis at Glade Valley. The hay comes 
from an adjoining farm where Mr. Brann 
maintains a successful dairy. Three types 
are produced: a mixed hay, consisting of 
about 35 per cent clover. the rest timothy; 
another mixture of half alfalfa and half 
timothy; and straight alfalfa. There is a 
barn hay drier in which the hay is pro- 
cessed. The best of it—and most of it 
is of top quality—goes to the horses. The 
balance is fed to the dairy cows. 

Mr. Brann has made an_ interesting 
observation about this hay. For the first 
three weeks after it comes out of the 
drier it does not seem to be particularly 
palatable to horses. Thereafter they go 
for it with relish. Perhaps some of our 
agricultural chemists can give us the rea- 
son. 

The horses always get all the hay they 
will eat. During the winter, mixed hay 
is fed every day. The clover-timothy type 
is supplemented every other day with al- 
falfa; more alfalfa overstimulates the kid- 
neys. The alfalfa-timothy type needs no 
supplementing. 

Poor quality hay is found on entirely too 
many of even our leading stud farms. It 


may be poor because it was badly made, 
It may be well made and still be poor 
because of the quality of the soil on 
which it was grown. Glade Valley feeds 
hay that has been property made and is 
grown on the best of soil. That contri- 
butes greatly toward building a strong 
constitution in a young horse. It helps 
supply the extra energy needed when he 
comes charging down to the wire, head- 
and-head with half a dozen others. 


FERTILIZATION. One advantage of 
the adjoining dairy farm at Glade Valley 
is that it solves the problem of what to 
do with the horse manure. There is only 
a short haul to the dairy farm, where the 
manure is spread on the fields or worked 
up in the barnyard. The cow manure 
comes back on the return journey to be 
spread on the horse paddocks—and cattle 
manure is one of the best agents known 
to keep horse pastures sweet. 

Mr. Brann is particularly interested in 
his bluegrass. As a matter of fact he has 
one of the heaviest fertilization programs 
I have encountered in the course of my 
travels. There are 137 acres in the horse 
farm, of which approximately 15 are in 
buildings and roads. The 125 acres in 
paddocks carry some 50 head of horses, 
or about 215 acres to a horse. This is 
ample room on really good pasture, but 
it would mean overcrowding on a_ poor 
piece of land. 

Mr. Brann sees to it that the pasture is 
good. Every autumn it is top dressed 
with 400 pounds to the acre of O-14-7 
fertilizer. If any paddocks seem to need 
special treatment they are given a 3-12-6 
mixture. Some lime is spread every year. 
The soil is regularly tested and treated. 
I have already mentioned top dressing 
with cow manure. As far as fertility is 
concerned, the pasture soils can compare 
with any in the world. 

In the line of pasture management, reg- 
ular use is made of a chain harrow to 
spread the horse droppings. Bob Lee, 
the very capable manager, told me that 
the pastures are mowed regularly. Some 
were mowed as many as eight times last 
summer. 

The first thing I noticed, in walking 
about the paddocks. was a thick mat of 
bluegrass about five inches thick, in which 
there was practically no clover. The next 
thing that struck my eye was a number 
of bare places that looked as though they 
had been rooted up by hogs. Mr. Lee

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told me that there had been wild white 
clover in these spots, and that the horses 
were so eager to eat the clover that they 
had actually rooted it out of the ground 
with their teeth. 

The length of the bluegrass made me 
suppose it had not been mowed for two 
months or more. Mr. Lee informed me, 
however, that it had been mowed only 
about three weeks previously. He said 
that it was so thick that it was almost 
impossible to get a mower knife through 
it any closer than five inches to the ground, 
and that Mr. Brann made a regular prac- 
tice of having the mower blade raised 
about six inches. 


CHALLENGER AND GALLORETTE. 
Nothing succeeds like success, and Mr. 
Brann has achieved outstanding success: 
from 1944 through 1947, the get of *Chal- 
lenger 2nd, the home stallion, earned 
more than $2,033,000. In 1944 he had 
out more 2-year-old winners than any 
other sire. At Glade Valley were bred 
Challedon, co-holder of the world’s record 
for 1,5; miles (and a successful young sire 
in his own right) and Gallorette, largest 
money winning mare of all time. 

In view of such success, and since no 
one can walk onto a stud farm and know 
more than those who have been working 
with it for years, I hesitate to make sug- 
gestions as to the system of pasture man- 
agement at Glade Valley. On the other 
hand one cannot overlook the fact that 
the horses there are so eager for wild 
white clover that they are willing to dig 
for it. One also cannot escape noticing 
that there was practically no clover except 
for the dug spots. 

Wild white clover will not tolerate 
shade, and as long as there is the thick 
mat of bluegrass found on most of the 
pasture areas, there will be too much 
shade to permit the clover to grow. If 
this mat were to be removed by mowing 
or even by burning, which is sometimes 
the only feasible method when sods are 
in this condition, I feel certain that the 
amount of clover would increase rapidly. 

It has been shown in previous articles 
that the feed produced by a sod which 
is half clover and half bluegrass is nearly 
five times greater than that produced by a 
sod consisting of bluegrass alone. Aside 
from the matter of quantity, clover is 
high in calcium and riboflavin and is 
particularly palatable in the hot summer 
months when bluegrass tends to become 
dry. 

It might be well worth while trying to 
increase the amount of clover by the 
above method in one or two paddocks. 


That would give the answer in a short 
time,

A Report From 
Sunshine Park 


From Robert L. G. Moore, St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. 


Sunshine Park, Florida’s only West 
Coast race track, opened its second sea- 
son on January 9 with 6,300 persons in 
attendance, a substantial increase over 
opening day in 1947, when some 5,500 
were on hand. However, the betting— 
$100.340—was far below the 1947 figure 
of $134,191. 

A number of minor obstacles may have 
militated against a better showing. There 
were no programs until after the third 
race, a faulty transportation system 
stranded some 150 patrons at a lonely 
railroad station, and the phenomemon of 
last year persisted, that of a great part 
of the crowd having to be initiated into 
the mysteries of horse racing and betting. 

Nevertheless, this should be a good sea- 
son at Sunshine Park. There are more 
than 850 horses stabled on the grounds; 
there are many more trainers, jockeys, 
and horsemen than last year. There is a 
better grade of horses, and the racing 
strip is in excellent shape. Great credit 
is due Messrs. Vega, Kane, and Jacobs, 
the owners of Sunshine Park, for having 
the courage, after last year’s dishearten- 
ing season, to spend a great deal of money 
to improve the establishment. 

A new landscaped infield was created, 
the stable area was doubled in size, bet- 
ting facilities were expanded, a new road 
was built, and no matter where you might 
drive in the Tampa, St. Petersburg, or 
Clearwater area, there are signs galore 
directing you to the track. 

The opening day saw the feature race, 
the Sunshine Park Handicap, for $1,500 
go to My Tet Rambler, a 3-year-old gray 
horse by Tetros out of Grey Weasel, by 
Harry Shaw, owned by A. and R. Craig, 
with W. B. Williams up. This speedster, 
fresh from a good season at Lincoln 
Downs, fought a stretch duel with Senoril, 
to win by a scant nose in the good time of 
1:1226 for six furlongs.

To Round a Record 


Silver anniversaries are not unusual in 
everyday life, but they are a racing rarity. 

Fortunes sometimes rise or fall on the 
performance of a single horse, and it is 
not surprising that trainers and owners 
often agree to disagree after only short 
periods of association. The turnover 
among race horse trainers—although less 
publicized—is as fast as among college 
football coaches and the managers of big 
league baseball clubs. 


The observance of a silver anniversary 
for an owner-trainer combination, there- 
fore, is out of the ordinary, and Hialeah 
Race Course was to be the scene of the 
first step in the celebration of such an 
anniversary when the track opened on 
January 16. 

Trainer Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons—when 
he sent out the first horse belonging to 
Belair Stud opening day or soon after 
would be formally beginning his twenty- 
fifth year as conditioner of the Thorough- 


breds owned by William Woodward, 
master of Belair Stud and chairman of 


The Jockey Club. 


Fitzsimmons’ record in 24 years with 
Belair Stud is unparalleled. Twice Mr. 
Fitz—as he is affectionately known—has 
saddled Triple Crown champions. He is 
the only trainer in history to accomplish 
this feat. He sent out Gallant Fox in 1930 
to win the Kentucky Derby, Preakness, 
and Belmont Stakes for Belair Stud, and 
repeated in 1935 with Omaha. In 1939 
he won both the Derby and Belmont Stakes 
with Johnstown, but a rainstorm and 
heavy track in the Preakness cost Belair 
Stud a third Triple Crown. 


Mr. Fitz is starting his twenty-fifth year 
with Mr. Woodward with the same enthu- 
siasm that he displayed at the start of 
his career, many years ago. At 74, the 
dean of American trainers begins the 
year with the largest stable ever had under 
his control.

Almost as long as his association with 
Mr. Woodward has been his job with 
Wheatley Stable, owned by Mrs. Henry 
C. Phipps. He started with this establish. 
ment in 1925, just a year after he took 
over the Belair Stud group.

simmons celebration, that of his  silyer 
anniversary with Wheatley. 


The Sage of Sheepshead Bay—active 
each morning around Barn A, which he 
has occupied since 1932 at Hialeah—pays 
the highest tribute to the owners for whom 
he trains. 


“Racing never can get along without 
the real sportsman or sportswoman, who 
raises and races horses for the pleasure 
of seeing them run, and who does not 
count the cost” says Mr. Fitz. 

“Men like Mr. Woodward and Warren 
Wright and Alfred Venderbilt, who are 
in the game because they like it and not 
for any hope of profit, are the backbone 
of racing. Fellows like myself, and the 
jockeys and all the rest who earn a living 
around the tracks, will always be avail. 
able, but without the sportsmen who really 
provide the material for the show, and the 
public which supports it, there could be 
no racing.” 


HOPEFUL AND FUTURITY. That 
optimism is essential to racing success 
is well illustrated in Fitzsimmons’ case. 
Starting his twenty-fifth year for Belair 
Stud, the veteran conditioner admits his 
chief goals are victories in the Hopeful 
Stakes at Saratoga and the Futurity at 
Belmont. 


“ve won most of the important races 
in the East at one time or another with 
the many good horses I’ve trained, but 
in these two stakes I’ve never quite been 
able to make it. I’ve been second or 
third a few times, but just couldn’t seem 
to win, but I may be able to do it this 
season” is Mr. Fitz’s comment. 

The career of Fitzsimmons is one filled 
with what the fiction writers like to call the 
“romance of the Turf.” His parents owned 
a farm in the Sheepshead Bay section of 
Brooklyn and when he was five, that farm 
plus additional land, was purchased for 
the Sheepshead Bay race course, operated 
by the Coney Island Jockey Club. Thus 
he was thrown right in with race horses 
and has been with them ever since. 

Fitzsimmons started as a jockey, riding 
his first race on August 17, 1889, when 
he was 15. He admits that he was no 
sensation in the saddle, although he won 
a fair share of races at minor tracks in 
ensuing years. His agent and valet was 
George (Fish) Tappan who has been 
associated with him ever since, acting a 
foreman or handling divisions of Fitz 
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simmons-trained stock when the stable was 
split.

Numerous at Mereworth
